Sou.vu iiY TEMiOKAPH, — A most impor- 
tant discovery in telegraphy is reported 
to have been made by Mr. Elishn Gray, of 
Chicago, wlio haa succeeded, says the 
JScho, in perfecting an instrnment which 
will convey sound by eloctricity over an 
unbroken circuit of extraordinary length, 
without tho aid of automatic repeaters, 
which in tho ordinary transmission of 
messages occur about every 500 miles, to 
renew Ito current of electricity. Mr. 
Gray is reported to have not merely ef- 
fected an improvement of mechanism, 
but, as wo understand it, he has made a 
discovery which may load to imiiortant 
rosults. He has trunsmiltcd sounds dis- 
tinctly audiblo at tho receiving point 
over an unbroken circuit of 2,400 miles, 
reijroducing on a violin attaohed to tho 
receiviog wire several tunes played on a 
small melodion or piano key-board at 
that distanco of space. Sbmo noted elec- 
tricians aro said to predict from the suc- 
cess which has attended Mr. Gray's ox- 
I)oriment8, that the time will come when 
manipulating instruments will be done 
away with altogether, and when the tele- 
graphic operators at each i.nd of tho wire 
wiH transmit tho sound of their voices 
along the wiro, and talk together, instead 
of telegraphing. 



EnoNr Fiio.M Sisawkf.d. — An American 
periodical says: — It may interest some 
of our readers who reside near the sea 
coast to learu that there is considerable 
commercial value in the common seaweed 
which ia thrown up so abundantly on tho 
shore. In addition to their uses as a man- 
ure ar.d for p.ackiiig, quantities aro now 
converted into artillcial eboijy. The pro- 
cess consists in lirst treating the jijants 
for two hours with dilute suiphurio acid, 
and then drying and grinding them up. 
To sixty parts of this product, flvo parts 
of liquid glue, live parts of guttapercha, 
and two and a half parts of india-rubber 
are to bo added, tho latter two being first 
dissolved in naptha. -Vftorwards.ten parts 
of coal tar, livo parts of jnilvoriaed buI- 
phur, and live parts of pulverized rcsen, 
are added, and tho whole heated to about 
800 deg. Fahr. When cooled, a mass is 
obtained which in colour, hardness, and 
capacity for receiving a polish, resem- 
bles ebony, and is much cheaper. This 
material is now actually niado on a largo 
scale and used ior nearly all the paiiposos 
to which ebony can be applied.

He expects to bo ablo to get up 
siiliicient material to complete 50 mile.^ of 
lino this fall, and thus open up telegraph- 
ic communication with I^amloops."

livered at Toronto, Lord Dufforiu said 
some things on the subject ofammigiu- 
tion where well deserving of seriouy 
considgpUon. ,A liord I)iSferin'a utter- 
ances on any subject are entitled to 
much weight, but moro especially up- 
on this. HisLordship's estimate iafrom 
personal observation and is certainly 
not overdrawn. On tlio coiitrury 
we consider it scarcely so favora- 
ble to the oountry, as tlio 

facts -woulcl warrant; it is nevertheless 
the sober testimony of a witness who 
is careful not to overstep tho bound- 
ary of facts, and who i.s equally solicit- 
ous not to Bay anything to mislead 
his fellow-countrymen in England as 
to do justice to the countn' over 
whose councils he presides. 'Wo pre- 
dict that these sensible and severe 
words of Lord Dufierin will bo read 
and pondered over in Britain, and 
will bear fruit in promoting a desira- 
ble class of immigrants to Canada: 

' Tor many years past I have been a 
strong advocate of emigration in tho 
interests of the Britisli population. I 
Ijoliovo that emigration is a bonQflt 
1)0 th to those that go and to those that 
remain, at the' same time that it is tlio 
most effectual and legitimate weapon 
with which labor can contend with 
capital. I have written a book upon 
the subject, and liave been very much 
scolded for wishing to depopulate mv 
native eounti-j-; but, however strong 
an advocate of emigration from the 
English standpoint, I 'am of course a 
thousand-fold more interested in tho 
subject as the head of the Canadian 
Governmont. (Applause.) Ofcouise 
I am not in a position, nor is it desira- 
ble that I should take the responsibil- 
ity of sayii^gf-Rnything on this occasion 
which should expose me hereafter to 
tho reproach of having drawn a false 
picture or given delusive information 
ill regard to the prospects and oppor- 
tunities airorded by Cauada to the in- 
tending settler. (Applause.) Tiie 
Bubject'isso sexroas ,a- ohe', so much 
depends on the individual training, 
o.ipacity, health, conduct and antece- 
dents o'f each several emigrant, that 
no ono witliout an intimate and spe- 
cial knowledge of the subject would 
bo justified in authoritativelv oulargiug 
upon it, (hear, l^ew;] .^but^jthis 
at all events I cQuat aiiyj wherever I 
have been I have fonnd^ii^mberle^s per- 
sons who came td Caflada witHoutany- 
tliiiig, and have now risen to compe- 
tence and wealth (api)lauso,) that I 
have met no ono who did not gladlv 
aokuQwledge himself better off than on 
first' dirival (cheers,) and that ftinongst 
tliousand of persons with wliom I have 
been brought into contact, no matter 
what their race or nrtionality, none 
seemed ever to rc,?^ret that they h;iil 
come.

During the last session of tho Do- 
minion Parliam.n;, th j sub-eot.Sf mak 
lug the exercise. pf,§h.e francliiso com- 
pulsory with jfll-who enjoy its privilei'- 
es, was brouglit up, and we may ex- 
poet that in tho future it will occupy 
the attention of tho House. We have 
before expressed our entire approval 
of the proposition lo make voting com- 
P"l80i'y._ancl now that the ballot has 
become tho lat? of tRe land.it becomes 
more desirable, and tvjn necessatr 
tliat compulsory voting- shall be en- 
forced. The e.-cercise of the franchise 
18 not only tlie dearest privilege of a 
free people, but tho exercise of it un- 
der the system ofTesiionBible Govern- 
ment is a duty which devolves upon 
every elGctor— a duty whose perfor- 
inauce is of paramount importance to 
the welfare of the Commonwealth.and 
which should bo imperative. The re- 
cords of voting in elections show that 
on an average not more ', than three 
fourths of the qualified voters exercise 
the light of voting. In""thecionstituen 
cies 111 which contests occurred in the 
last general elections, tho aggregate 
number of qualified voters was 54,832; 
the number of votes polled in those 
constituencies only amounted in the 
aggregate to 394,232. It is rather 
surprising that a deeper interest is not 
taken by tho people generally in their 
public airairs, and wo cannot but re- 
gard this apathy as hurtful, and in a 
measure responsible for tho abuses 
which ha ve at times been perpetrsited 
by those entrusted with the Govern- 
ment. The neglect of this duty ia 
probably owing to the barmonioua 
workiug of our excellent system of 
government, and to tho confidence 
which tlio people place in the institu- 
tions of tho country; but it^iflhoiald be 
remembered that tho price ol lihfflrty is 
eternal vigilance, and if a jealous and 
careful supervision of the conduct of 
public men is not exercised, when 
Parliament is from time to time placed 
upon its tri'al before tho supreme foun- 
tain head of Government, it may be 
expected that abuses will creep in and 
public men become callous and indif. 
ferent to a public opinion which they 
know is negligent of their conduct. 
The great blessing of thorough self- 
government is one which is perhaps 
not thoroughly appreciated by those 
who have never known any other con- 
dition of their institutions; buthistoiy . 
teaclies us wliat long aud arduous la- 
bars, Avhat suffering and oppression, 
the peojjlo of Britain endured before 
this great privilege was secured as the 
glorious birth-right of the nation. We . 
should be mindful that we do;npt-,^8. ' 
pise or treat liglitly an incstiinable 
privilege, sanctified the blood and suf- 
ferings of patriots whose names are en- 
shrined in tho memory and gratitude 
of British people. The right of self- 
gavoriunent tinds its moat practical 
t xemi)lilication, at times when the peo- 
ple sit in judgment upon the acts of 
tiieir rnlors, and pronounce a verdict 
at the polls upon their public conduct. 
It is meet that the dignity of this sa- 
cred in-ivilego and duty should bo as- 
.serted by- a- careful and inteUigent dis- 
charge of it at the hands of the peo- 
ple, and to aecomplish this it is in 
public interest that eveiy voter, ex- 
cept for unavoidable reasons, should 
lie eoniiielled to add liis voice to the 
expression of tho popular wil', in the 
exercise of tho franchise. When the 
subject is brought up next session, we 
hope to see somo law passed which 
will ensure the record of the vote of 
every man who, in the exerciser of the 
f r.inohise lias, a right to a voice in the 
affairs of the country.
